Dear Harold, (cc: GRS) 

Received your mailings of 5/28 and 6/ 3 . I am still far from caught up, 
so I won't touch on many of the specific points at this time. 

Yr. 5/27 to Orestes: careful about telling what we know of DeBrueys 
and Quiroga! I am curious about what Pena might have to say. My impression 
is that JG was interested in the wrong£ things in connection with both DeB and Q. 

Your 5/26 to me: 2nd paragraph^, forget both items. The first refers to 
and FBI report included within a SS CD, but not withheld or interesting. The 
second page refers to the lists of withheld CD's and pages; I have followed 
this up. I will get to the questions about local offset printing soon, I hope. 

Your note of 5 / 26: the copies of COUP should be in the mail about Tuesday. 
Legal-to-letter reduction (1-to-l, not 2-to-l) is expensive, I think. 

Your note to me about Entry 52: the correspondence, plus what is listed 
in the inventory, is all I saw. Nothing at all on the memo of transfer, I am 
pretty sure. I believe the Archives did not want the SS to say the the stuff 
being sent over was copies of something they {the Archives) already had. (I am 
not certain of that; I am sure that the Archives wanted something taken out of 
the SS letter, not added.) 

1 will send you the material you requested (in your note of 6/ 3) from 
the 89 pages I got while at the Archives as soon as I can get organized and get 
some covering memos out for that stuff. The "Mouser "pages (some cop's typo, 
not mine; repeated for comic relief) do relate to the incident you recall; Harry 
Power was the San Antonio (not Dallas) alleged commie involved. I suspect he 
mu Hin'r wasn’t really any sort of commie at all. Some of the state dept, documents 
were in CD 294 but not CD 1114, which I find a bit odd. I will check this out 
later. 

Your 6/3 to me: the enclosed notes (re: Odio) should explain my interest 

in Reinol Gonzales. „ (Thanks for checking your files for me.) My intuition tells 
me this is probably not as important as it could be made to seem - but it may be 
that important, so it should not be spread around. I would appreciate your 
comments. Any ties between Odio and Quiroga would be most significant. 

Also enclosed: notes on Hurt slip (GRS also); Freedom of Information requests 
to Rolapp. The proposed Archives project described in the enclosed note is, I 
think, worth doing. As far as I know, only you or I could do it well. No real 
rush, but the sooner the better, to increase our chances of getting withheld stuff 
that slips through their screening. 

The main thing that is keeping me busy is work I have done with Luis Alvarez 
(and now have to help him write up) ; we have what I consider conclusive proof 
(movies) that the zfm msBi backwards motion of the head at 2313 ff* is completely 
consistent with a shot from the rear. Strange but true. I'll send you (both) 
a draft of this as soon as I can. 

I have gotten the first part of the pages I flagged at the Archives (235 pa.ges). 
Good stuff, if I do say so myself. Lots from the GA.-l-FBI file. I'll send out 
memos and copies in due course. 

I finally got down to the Hoover institution files at Stanford. Some but not 
much in the way of Cuban Exile publications; a good clipping file (by £. country and 
month). I fcrz; had a non-substantive but pleasant unscheduled chat with Alan 
Belmont, now # 3 man at the Institution, I don't think he knows that much, since 
he wasn't spending full-time on the JFK case; he seems to believe what he was told. 

I think he would talk with me if I wanted. (Small world - DeM's brother Dimitri is 
now at the Hoover Institution - but I didn't see him.) 

From a&fSS!! JNS: Silvino Martinez of Oueretaro was at the Hotel del Comercio 
on 9 / 28/63 (24H595). Silvino Martinez Romero was caught by the Cubans in May 1965. 
described as a CIA specialist in getting men in and out of Cuba. Coincidence? 

Gary: thanks for your mailings of 4/25, 5/27, 6 / 3 , and 6 / 8 . I haven't forgotten 
about the N.O. transcripts. Congratulations on being unfit for the army - I guess 
that's a compliments Your clinic sounds like good work. More later.
